Washington, Aug. 8. — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has declined to in- 
terfere in the case of John W. 
Barley, a negro confined as the 
jail of the District of Columbia 
under sentence of death for the 
crime of criminal assault, the' vie 
itim having been a little girl four 
and a half years old. The presi- 
dent has directed lhat the sentence 
of the jury be carried into effect 
on August 26 inst., as decreed. 

An application was made to the 
president to commute the sentence 
of Biirley to imprisonment for 
life,, it being alleged that the pris- 
oner was of mind so weak as to.be 
irresponsible for his crime. The 
subject was referred to Attorney 
General Mood. He investigated 
the case and reported to the preei - 
dent today fully as to the facts. 

In rejecting the application for 
the commutation of Barley's sen- 
tence President Roosevelt made 
the following memorandum: 
White House, Aug. 8 — The ap- 
j plication for the commutation of 
sentence of John W. Burley is 
I denied. This maE committed the 
j most hideous crime known to out- 
laws and twice before he has com- 
i roitted crime of a similar, though 
j less horrible character. In my 
judgment there is no justification 
I whatever for paying heed to the 
| allegations that he is not of sound 
j mind, allegations made after the 
| trial and conviction. Nobody 
would pretend that there had ever 
been such a degree of mental un- 
soundness shown as would mako 
j people cyen consider sending him 
j to an asylum if he had not com- 
mitted this crime. Under sueb 
circumstances he should certainly 
be esteemed sane enough to suffer 
the penalty fcr his monstrous 
deed. 

I have scant sympathy with the 
plea of insanity advanced to save a 
man from the consequences of 
crime, when unless the crime had 
been committed it would have 
been impossible to persuade any 
responsible authority to commit 
him to an asylum as insane. 
Among the most dangerous crimi- 
nals and especially among thote 
prone to commit the particular 
kind of offense there are plenty of 
temper so fiendish or so brutal as 
to be impossible with any other 
than a bruitieh order of intelli- 
gence; but these men are never- 
theless responsible for their acts 
and nothing more tends to encour- 
age the crime among such men 
than the belief that through the 
plea of insanity or any other meth- 
od it is possible for them to escape 
paying the just penality of their | 
crimes. j 

The ci 'Sine in question is one to 
the existence of which we owe the i 
spirit of lawlessness which takes j 
form in lynching. It is a crime 
so revolting that the criminal is not , 
entitled to one particle of sym- 
pathy from any human being. It 
is essential that punishment for it | 
should be not only as certain, but j 
as swift as possible. The jury in 
this case did their duty by recoms ' 
mending the infliction of the death 
penalty. It is to be regretted that 
we do not have special provision 
for more summary dealing with 
this type of cases. The more we 
do what in us lies to secure certain 
and swift justice in dealing with 
these cases the more effectively do 
] we work against the growth of 
I that lynching spirit which is so 
I full of evil omen for this people, 
! because it seeks to avenge one in- 
j famous crime by the commission 
j of another of equal infamy. The 
' application is denied and the sen- 
tence will be carried into effect, 
i (Signed) Tiieodoke Roosevelt.

sion for him. 



There is a republican by the 
name of Hon. John M. Ashley, of 
Dawson county, who is running 
for congress in the 9th district. 

Wc do not know anything of 
this gentleman, except, we are told 
that he moved into this district 
from Ohio some two or three years 
ago, aud owns a gcod deal of props 
orty m Lumpkin and Dawson 
counties. 

We do not suppose he expects 
to be elected, because the old 9th 
is safely democratic. We suppose 
making the race to ingratiate 
himself with the Republican party, 
so that in case the republican 
presidential candidates are elected 
in November, that he "will be tak- 
en care of" by the Republican ad- 
ministration. We all know that 
Col. H. P. Farrow was not recog- 
nized by the nationel republican 
party to any appreciable extent 
until he ran for congress several 
years ago, and received a pretty 
respectable vote, too.

We rode on for 
several miles, talking upon differ- 
ent subjects. Then I had occasion 
to inquire his name. He was the 
negro I was hunting!" — Eagle.

Not more than half the Justices 
of the Peace and Notaries of this 
county eall at the ordinary's office 
and get the acts of the legislature 
sent there for them. It is their 
duty to do it and read them care- 
fully. It is to the interest of the 
tax payers that these officers keep 
posted about legal matters, for 
when they are unacquainted with 
the law they are liable to bind 
some one over to the Superior 
court or commit them to jail to 
be fed at the expense of the coun- 
ty when there is not proof suffi- 
cient to convict. This was done 
in the Turner case. He lay in jail 
two or three weeks in a case where 
his wife cannot legally testify 
against her husband. It's true 
that there was a little child who 
also swore in the case, but the tes- 
timony will not amount to the 
snap of your finger. Yet it costs 
the tax payers several dollars on 
account of the officer being ignor- 
ant of his duty.

On the battlefield of Antietam 
Mr. McCluro met General William 
J. Palmer, then a captain, and 
strongly urged him not to contin- 
ue his movements as a spy after 
Lee had crossed into Virginia, but 
the gallant young soldier gave no 
promise as to what he would be 
likely to do, and the very first 
night after Lee crossed the Po- 
tomas he was again in Lee's camp 
and brought back important in- 
formation to General McClellan. 

Again he returned and entered 
the Confederate lines, and when he 
did not report after a week it was 
assumed that he had been captured 
and would probably be executed 
as a spy. He had been captured, 
was tried and condemned as a spy 
and sentenced to be executed, but 
be was saved by a clever newspa 1 - 
per device determined upon after 
a conference in Philadelphia bes 
tween President J. Edgar Thorn-, 
son of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
Colonel Scott and Mr. McClure.

How Massachusetts Docs It. 

The Massachusetts law is also 
worthy of study. It provides that 
the governor and council appoint 
three commissioners, at a salary 
of $2000 each and traveling ex- 
penses; commission to compile sta- 
tistics, make investigations, advise 
regarding construction, alteration 
and maintenance of roads, prepare 
maps showing location of road 
materials and hold a public meet- 
in? in each county for the discus- 
sion of road matters at least once a 
year. 

Upon the petition of county 
commissioner the commission may 
adopt any road as a State high- 
way and construct the same if the 
legislature makes appropriation 
therefor, except that the grading 
and bridging shall be done by the 
county; such highway to be main- 
tained by the State under f supor« 
vision of the commission. 

Upon petition of two or more 
cities or towns a connecting road, 
new or existing, may be made a 
State highway and constructed in 
the same manner.-— Southern Farm 
Magazine.

Simple Experiment to Prove 
Earth Round. 

Although it was demonstrated 
more than 2000 years ago that the 
earth is globular in form, there 
are certain persons who maintain 
that it is flat. About thirty years 
ago a controversy on the subject 
waxed bo hot that it was determin- 
ed to put the matter to direct ex- 
periment in order "to settle the 
question once for all. 

The place chosen was near Bed- 
ford, England, where there is a 
straight, six mile stretch of water. 
At both ends and in the middle of 
this water posts were erected, each 
of the same definite height above 
the water level. Upon looking 
with a telescope along the tops of 
these three posts it was clearly , 
seen that the centre one overtop- 
ped the others by about six feet, 
owing to the curvature of the sur- 
face of the earth. 

These experiments were recently 
repeated in a more scientific man- 
ner by H. Yule Oldham, who read 
a paper on the subject before the 
Glasgow meeting of the British 
Association. The same results 
were obtained, with the impor- 
tant difference that by the em- 
ployment of a tele-photographic 
lens and camera the six foot 
prominence of the middle post 
was recorded in an unmistakable 
manner. — Philadelphia Record.

The de- 
ceased was 21 years of age and 
was a son of Mr. Jim Bryant, a 
former surveyor of Lumpkin 
county, and whose mother was 
killed in the cyclone at Gainesville 
thirteen months ago.

We 
were merely like a goslin shedding 
its first feathers, and Dick was con- 
siderably "soiled" by being in the 
civil war awhile and then crossing 
over to the Yankees. But now to 
the camp meeting. We arrived at 
the place awhile before night just 
before supper time. We saw sev- 
eral acquaintances but they didn't 
i to know either of us and we 
got nothing to eat. After servi- 
ces we stood around until a late 
hour with no place to roost. By 
and by James Fitzgerald came up 
and at his suggestion Dick and the 
writer went under tho arbor to 
slumber.

Expensive articles arc some- 
times mended by rivetine the 
pieces together, bat it is difficult 
to get a cement that will resist 
long exposure to water. Articles 
that are mended wilh pure while 
lead or a with a mixture of 
powdered asbestos and water glass 
will hold together if washa-l with 
care — That is, washed and wiped 
quickly. Articles iu this manner 
will not bear soaking in water. 
Rub a thin coat of the best while 
lead on the broken edges, then 
press together and tie in position 
With bands of cloth. Keep the 
articles in a dry place for six 
Weeks before using. 

"Toasting" appears to have 
originated at Bath, Eugland. It 
was the habit two hundred years 
ago for ladies to bathe in public, 
dressed in bukram, in the com 
pany of their male' friends and ac- 
quaintances. One day a celebrated 
beauty was so bathing, surrounded 
by her admirers, who were dip- 
ping their glasses in the water and 
drinking her health. One of these, 
being rather the worse for drink, 
Bwore he did not like the liquor, 
but would get the "toast," mid 
could hardly be restrained from

luded to the practice of the day of 
adding a piece of toast to the epc 
<ci-al wine or other beverage. 



For the benefit of those who 
may wish to know what has been 
the practical effect of the compul- 
sory school law in Macon county, 
N. C. I wish to say that during 
the school year which closed in 
.lane, (here was an increase in the 
enrollment in the public schools of 
something more than 34 per cent. 
and an increase in the average 
daily attendance of nearly 20 per 
cent. This increase was made in 
t ho face of an unprecedented epi- 
demic of mumps over almost the 
entire county, and it will be re- 
membered that for the first time 
in the history of the county we 
had a very serious scourge of small 
pox in different localities. These 
remarkable gains can be attributed 
to nothing but the compulsory at- 
tendance law in the adoption of 
which by vote of the people, Ma- 
con county has led the state. The 
figures show that last year about 
81 per ccut. of the children of 
school age were enrolled in the 
public schools and about 90 per 
cent, of the enrollment was in ac- 
tual daily attendance, a record far 
surpassing that of any other coun- 
ty in the state, so far as my knowl- 
edge goes.— J. T. Johnston, Co. 
Supt. of Schools, in Franklin

Guns in the War of 181 2. 



j There were in' those days two 
principal classes of naval cannon 

j "guns,'' and carronades, says a 
I writer on the War of 1812 in 
' Scribner's. The guns had long 
range, with light weight of shot 
fired; the carronades had short 
range and heavy shot. Now in 
long guns the American were four 
times as strong as the British, 
while iu carronades the British 
were twice as strong as the Ameri- 
cans. It follows that the Ameri- 
can commodore should preser long 
range to begin with, whereas the 
British would be careful not to ap- 
proach with long range, unless 
with such a breeze as would carry 
him rapidly down to where his 
carronades would come into play. 

There was another very decisive 
reason why such short range fa- 
vored the British against the : 
Americans. The schooners of.the i 
latter not being built for war, I 
carried their guns on a deck un- ; 
protected by bulwarks. The men, I 
being exposed from the feet up, ' 
could be swept away by canister, j 
which is a quantity of small iron j 
balls packed iu a case and fired | 
from a cannon. When discharged j 
these separate and spread like | 
buckshot, striking many in a I 
group. They can maim or kill a j 
man but their range is short and I 
penetrative power small. A bid- 1 
warked vessel was, so to say, arm- 
ored against canister; for it makes 
no difference whether the protec- j 
tion is six inches of wood or ten 
of iron, provided it keeps out the 
projectile. The American schools 
I ers were in this respect wholly 
vulnerably. 

Over-insistance upon details of 
advantage or disadvantage is often 
wearisome, and may be pushed to 
pettifogging, but these quoted arc 
general and fundamental. To 
mention them is not to chaffer 
over details, but to state princi- 
ples. There is one other that 
should be noted, although its 
value may be differently estimated. 
Of the great long gun superiority 
of the Americans considerably 
more than one-half was in the un- 
protected schooners, distributed, 
that is, among several vessels not 
built for war and not capable of 
acting well together, so as to con- 
centrate their fire. There is no 
equality between the guns in five 
such vessels and the same ten 
concentrated on one deck under 
one captain. 



Buried Landscapes. 

One of the most canons results 
of geological exploration is the ; 
discoyery of "buried landscapes," I 
by which is meant parts of the ! 



former face of the earth now cov- 



ered under later deposits, but yet j 
retaining so many of their origi- j 
nal features that the geologist can j 
ideally reconstruct the scenes that I 
would have been presented to the 
eye of man if he had been present 
among them. Sometimes buried j 
landscapes exist in countries now 
densely inhabited. Recent in>> 
vestigation has shown that one 
lies beneath the region in England 
known as Charnwood Forest. The 
rocky projections seen there are 
the peaks and aretes of a buried 
mountain chain belonging to the 
red sandstone period. Several 
different phases in the history of 
this landscape have been traced. 
At one time it contained salt lakes 
and desert expanses. In its mod- 
ern form it is a pastoral region, 
with barren, stony tracts and 
rocky eminences, where ihe an- 
cient mountains project through

Army and' Navy Register, 
Washington, D. C. 

No more important project in 
the national preparation for pos- 
sible war has received govern- 
mental sanction than the adop- 
tion of the plan for a national 
marksman's reserve submitted by 
General Bird W. Spencer, Presi 
dent of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation. The National Board for 
the Promotion of Rifle Practice 
has worked diligently and intel- 
ligently for the encouragement of 
rifle practice in this country and 
the proposition for a reserve of 
marksmen promises to furnish 
within a few years more than one 
million men in this country who 
will be qualified to go on the firing 
line, if necessary possessing all the 
attributes of the trained soldier. 
This is a result which should meet 
with favor everywhere ; it should 
have the support of Congress and 
the state legislatures and it should 
be endorsed by individuals 
throughout the country. It im- 
poses no great expense upon the 
government, which is most ben- 
efitted by the organization, and 
furnishes to the country, avail- 
abe for its military demands 
in a time of emergency, an army 
of expert rifle shots, made up of 
young men and boys over fifteen 
years of age.

COMMISSIONER'S TALK 

Interesting Letter From Hon, 
(X B. Stevens. 

A* ftf CROPS OP GEORGIA 

Marked Improvement In Both Cotton 
and Corn— Peach Crop Will Bring 
$6,000,000 Into the State of Georgia. 

Each crop year has it« own peculiar- 
ities, and this Is no exception. Last 
year corn and cotton were retarded 
by cool weather, rains and cool nights, 
while this year they were retarded 
6Vev large areas by long-continued 
drouth. Yet the farmers of Georgia 
faiteed paying crops last year, and we' 
trust that by the blessing of God they 
will do the same this year. 

At the time that we sent out letters 
for information concerning the crop' 
conditions for our May-June report, 
things did not look very promising, ex- 
cept for fruit. Since then there has 
been marked improvement in both 
Cotton and corn, and the promise of 
fhe' best peach year ever known in 
Georgia has been fulfilled. With 
about $6,000,000 coming into our State 
from the peach orchards and the hope 
of remunerative Crops of corn and 
COttori, even If they sliould happen to 
fen below normal in' production, our 
formers should take courage and labor 
■with renewed energy. The ravages 
of fhe cotton boll weevil In certain 
sections of Texas have awakened con- 
siderable apprehension among the 
fermrs of the South. This pest has 
Bot yet crossed the Mississippi, and it 
Is to be hoped that the measures for 
preventing its spread may prove suc- 
cessful. 

The Georgia' Department of Agricul- 
ture, the State Entomological Depart- 
ment, ttie Horticultural and Agricul- 
tural Societies held consultations and- 
Q» eoutcome of these deliberation's" is : 
the legislation providing quarantine 
legislation against the weevil. While' 
ft behooves us to take every precau- 
Hon against its introduction into our 
fields, we feel assured that * remedy 
against this insect wfl'l be discovered,- 
Ms flas ben done fn the case of all- pre-- 
v-lous enemies of our crops. 

Professor O. F. Cook, of the United 
(States Entomological Bureau, has 
been experimenting with the Guate- 
malan ant, which, he says, is the great 
destroyer of the weevil and other ene- 
mies of cotton and Itself in no way 
h'artnfuF to' crops. Of course, we are' 
inclined to look with suspicion upon* 
«il such defenders", -lfest they prove as 
(beat a pest as" the" Englislr SparitoW.- 
But, If the Guatemalan ant is what 
Professor' Cook claims for 1 it, then we' 
<lan congratulate ourselves that the' 
ifemedy has beft discovered 1 / 

There are some who claim that the" 
fcouth can, by a more scientific sys- 
tem of cultivation, raise 15,000,000 
bales of cotton each year, and still 
others say that within the present lim- 
its the South will some day raise 80,- 
000,000 bales. Whether these extrav- 
agant flugres shall ever be reached is 
6t little practical advantage to u-s just 1 
do*. 

We' think we' can congratulate our-' 
Selves that for several years at least 
the supply will fall enough short of 
the demand for our great staple,- to in- 
sure us remunerative prices and to' 
^ut the prosperity of Southern- farm-' 
«rs on a permanent basis. 

It is difficult under present labor 
conditions to see how our farmers are' 

fi increase the production of cotton.' 
erhaps it may be done, if they Can' 
qraw away laborers, that' kaVe flpifteii' 
to the cities and town's. t'l they can' 
do this, it may be to the detriment of 
manufacturing interests. Will not in- 
tensive farming go far towards the so- 
lution of this problem? 

Some contend that in immigration 
Is found our best solution. The De^ 
partment of Agriculture is iii favor of 
fcrogrcus arid considers the bringing 
into Georgia of a desirable class of 
Immigrants a step in the tight direc- 
tion. But what we want is immigra- 
tion of Americans from other , States, 
qt the Union, people who are Imbued 
with American ideas and a clear un- 
derstanding of them, so that the South 
pay continue to be,, as in the past^ 
the best example of true Americanism 
In race and in principles. 

SUGAR CANE.

During the decade ending with 1900 
gouth Georgia outstripped the othec 
pactions of the State iij the increase 
pf population. This ought to mean 
much for the growth of the sugar 



»rop, the larger part of which is raised 
tn South Georgia.

To the influences of the Experiment 
Station near Waycross under the man- 
agement of Professor Arthur Given, 
of the United States Experiment Sta- 
tion Department, is due in a very 
large measure the increased interest 
in the cultivation of sugar cane all 
over Southern Georgia.

We have so repeatedly given advice 
about the best methods of preparing 
the soil and cultivating various crops, 
that we will not repeat them at this 
time.- BSt we repeat again the ad- 
vice tfiaf wC have given over a'nd over 
and that we expect to continually of- 
fer. It is this; Let all our farmers 
raise their own supplies: No matter 
how low the price, of anything tli;

Our townsman, Col. W. P. Price, 
made the trip to Manassas where 
he saw the military maneuvers, 
and has returned home safely, with 
his health a little improved. He es- 
caped all the bullets, but could not 
escape the newspaper men, who 
plied the old veteran with all sorts 
of questions. A reporter of the 
Washington Star found him, and 
and obtained the following ira> 
pressions, with many others, from 
him. That paper of the 10th Sep- 
tembei reports Col. Price as say- 
ing: 

"An irresistible impulse to at- 
tend these maneuvers at Manassas 
came over me," said ex-Represent 
ative William P. Price of the 
ninth Georgia district, on his re 
turn from the scene of mimic war 
today. "I fought in the first bat- 
tle of Boll Run, in the 2nd South 
Carolina . regiment, forty - three 
years ago, and if you knew what 
that meant to an old soldier you 
would understand how I felt when 
the boys in my state were getting 
ready to go to the maneuvers on 
the old camp ground. I wanted 
to be there. When I reached tbe 
scene 1 found one of the boys that 
I had sent to West Point wheu I 
was in Congress in 1871, now an 
officer of high command, Col. E. 
A. Garlington, Inspector General 
of tbe army, and he wanted me to 
take his cot. But, of course, 1 
wouldn't do it. I wanted to sleep 
on the ground just as I had done 
forty-three years before; that was 
half the fun of going up there. 

"1 confess that sleeping on the 
ground is not quite so pleasant a 
thing as I had been thinking all 
these years that it was. It seems 
to me that these boys don't under- 
stand the knack of making a good 
place so well as we learned to. 
I slept right across what had been 
furrows, for we were occupying old 
cultivated ground, and I will say 
that the hotel here, on getting to 
Washington last night, seemed 
rather comfortable. But in a 
great many respects these maneu- 
vers seem like actual war; the 
ammunition is given out in the 
same way and the rations are put 
up for the day's march, and in the 
field marching there is a surpriss 
ing similarity to real warfare. I 
also have a good deal of respect 
for the rules by which the umpires 
decide which army has the best of 
an engagement aud who has been 
killed. Among men of equal, or 
approximate training, these decis- 
ions are in the main accurate, or 
at least the mistake on one side 
would offset those on the other, 
and I think tbe scheme an excellent 
one. The maneuvers will do much 
to nationalize the state troops, and, 
iu the event of war, they would go 
into the field much bettor prepar- 
ed than before the passage of the 
recent law affecting the .National 
Guardsmen. 

"The country around Manassas 
looks -just about as it did at the 
time of the battle. Thcro has been 
some improvement in the homes 
and the village at the railroad sta- 
tion has grown mightly since the 
Jays of tho civil war. -I was glad 
to walk over the old hills once 
more, under circumstances of fra- 
ternal peace."

If the 
hill be one of great length, it is 
best to have the lowest part steep- 
est, upon which the horse is ca- 
pable of exerting his full strength, 
and to make the slope more gentle 
toward the summit to correspond 
with the continually decreasing 
strength of the fatigued animal.

THe Educational Amendment 
To the Constitution. 



Editor Nugget : 

The people are called 7 u'pori to" Vote 
for or against a proposed educational 
amendment to our State Constitution 
at the election next week, The'ainenoV 
ment ought to receive the sanction" of 
every voter in" tHe state, especially 
those who live in Lumpkin county. 

I will give a few' reasons why the' 
amendment should be adopted— I will 
not take up the time of your readers 
in discussing at any length these 
reasons, because the bare statement of 
them must strike the mind' of : the 
voter. 

1st. The present Constitution 
of Georgia confines the Public 
Schools of the State to teaching only 
those branches which pertain to ele- 
mentary' English education. This is 
better understood when I say Reading, 
Writing and Arithmetic. Whenever a 
teacher, in the public schools, under- 
takes to teach more than these tilings, 
including a little knowledge of the 
principles of Health, he or she goes 
farther than the law permits. The 
teacher cannot take up the time which 
belongs to the pupils in the elementary 
studies and bestow that time on what 
might be called advanced scholars. 
The Board of Education of Lumpkin 
coimty'has'been appealed to time and 
again to furnish additional teachers 
for schools in order that the time of 
one teacher might be given to advanc- 
ed pupils. This could not be done, 
because to do so would be violating the 
law. The reply to such applications is 
that the parents of such pupils as re- 
quire instruction in higher branches 
must pay for the additional teacher. 
The intention of the f ramors of our 
present Constitution seemed to be : to 
meet parents half way ; that it was not 
the duty of the State to allow more to 
be taught in the public schools than I 
have stated, and after that the parent, 
or pupil himself, should obtain the 
great advantages of Higher education 
by personal meaiw and' individual e*' 
fb*t. 

2. The framcrs of the Constitution, 
as well as our law makers, expected 
parents to provide school houses, 
but this expectation has been rarely 
realized. - What school houses we have 
in Lumpkin county have been built, 
nine cases out of ten, by withdrawing 
sufficient money from each school dis- 
trict to pay for the house, the parents 
in each case prefering this course to 
subscribing money otit of their own 
pockets for that purchaser. No school 
eari exist wlthotft a school honse, and 
the house should' be made eomforfame 
for use in all seasons''.- 

3. The U. S.' census" fot 1900 shows 
that Lumpkin county has more adults 
who cannot read and write than any 
otiter county in Georgia. The school 
children of the county have made great 
progress in the past four years, but the 
children of other counties hate like- 
wise progressed, leaving Lumpkin 
county still the most illiterate county 
in Georgia. We have had a college in 
our midst for a third of a century and 
many yotlng men and women have 
gone forth from its walls, fully equip- 
ped for life's work, but nineteen- 
twentieths of tihese' educated people 
hate gone to o^ner" parts of the state, 
a jVi to Oilier States, where their educa- 
tion would pay better than it would 
here in this mountain country where 
the population is spasce and poor. 

4. Under our State Constitution the 
legislature cannot improve our public' 
schools much moid' tiia'ri' at nfesent. 
The sum annually appropriated might 
finally reach into millions, but no mat- 
ter vdiat the sum appropriated amount- 
ed to it cannot, under our Constitu- 
tion, l)e made to meet all the demands 
of oiir public schools. The salaries of 
teachers may be increased, and more 
experienced teachers be secured, but 
the factstill remains that they are not 
allowed to instruct in anything but the 
elementary branches of an English 
education. 

5. Lumpkin county is hotv tolerably 
well provided With school houses. 
Perhaps Only two more are needed, to 
make Up for the two school houses that 
we're burned, One at jay, the other in 
Porter Springs district. The only Way 
to secure these hdiises is to discontinue 
the schools in Whole or in part until 
the Board lias the ilitihey. 

8. Parents have come to rely Upon 

the state for almost everything which 
pertains to the instruction of their 
children. I have been appealed to iii 
a few instance? to slop the pay of the' 
teachers Until .the children could be 
supplied with books, usihg the teach- 
er's mone'y for that purpose. 

7.' For tliirtyithre'e years I have 
Studied the Wants of higher schools 
and colleges. For about eight years I 
Have been a member of the Board of 
Education of bumpkin county, and 
HaVe giveh to the Public School system, 
more thought and time than perhaps 
imy one you could mention, who has 
iiot been paid in money for his services. 
My work has been for the public good, 
and not for any public honor. I haVe 
succeeded, with the aid of the County 
School Commissioner and the Board, 
in bringing up our schools to as high a 
Standard as can be accomplished Under 
the present Constitution of Georgia. 
I must say, that 'unless the people— th'e 
vofoers-=*o\Y cWtoo to tin: rescue, uiirl 



plfblie schools mrJSt rrilrifilii at : a' stand- 
still. 

8. The adoption of the proposed 
amendment does not put the system of 
taxation for schools into operation. A 
school district may unanimously vote 
for the amendment but it may never 
agree to be taxed for school purposes. 
As the Constitution now stands it is 
at most an impossibility to raise mon- 
ey by direct taxation for school pur- 
poses. What is now desired is to en- 
able those districts that may want to 
do so, to tax themselves, Wliich cannot 
now be done. Will any voter of Lump- 
kin county stand in the way of others 
who may desire to progress on educa- 
tional lines? We must not) act the part 
df the dog in the manger. We will 
riot eat, and therefore, no one else 
shall do so. 

9._ Every dollar that a school dis- 
trict taxes itself will be spent in that 
school district. The money will not 
go out of the district. The trustees of 
each school district will decide what 
amount shall be raised and for what 
purpose. The necessities of each 
school district will likely differ from 
those of every other school district. 
Therefore each district must regulate 
its own school affairs. 

10. This proposed amendment to 
the Constitution, at least so far as the 
tax money goes, is the highest form of 
local option that could be devised for 
the people. If a district is poor the 
assessments will be correspondingly 
small. I own lands in every school 
district in the county, but I am willing 
to pay my share of the tax which each 
district may impose for school pur- 
poses. The country will be improved 
thereby and my land become more 
valuable. 

Will the citizens of Lwmpkin county 
vote to keep it the most illiterate 
county in the state, or will' flhey carve 
a way out of the disgraceful dilemma 
we are now in?

It tt» people of Georgia do sot vote 
tgBtast two of the proposed amend- 
tnonta to the Constitution, whh* »re 
to be voted on at the election on Oc 
tober 5th. It will be because they do 
not unaeretand the far-reaching par 
poses and effects, of these proposed 
amendments. 

In 1877. the people of Georgia 
adopted the present Constitution 
the State: In recent years, hardly a 
Legislature Kas adjourned without 
submitting for ratification by the peo- 
ple one or more amendments to this 
Coostltntion. The thinking man hesi- 
tates before changing this organic law 
in any particular. A large majority 
of the voters of the State, engaged as 
they are in various pursuits, are neces- 
sarily uninformed as to the purposes 
and effects of these amendments. 

As a County School Commissioner, 
deeply interested in the education of 
our children, I appeal to the people 
to yote against the amendments- pro- 
posing to limit the State tax rate to 5 
mills, and the amendment providing 
for local taxation for school purposes 
In my judgment these amendments \n 
volve the most radical and dangerous 
legislation proposed in the history of 
the State. More than one hundred of 
the ^smaller an 'd poorer counties of 
Georgia receive more money from the 
school fund of the State than they pay 
into the Treasury for all purposes. 
This benefits the poor children In the 
rural districts, and works no injustice 
to the wealthy commercial centers, be- 
cause the tax imposed to raise the 
State school fund is levied ad valorem 
The contention that the ricft counties 
are bearing the school burdens of tna 
poorer counties Is without foundation. 
The facts are that the wealth of the 
State is being taxed to educate tne 
children of the State, and county II 
have, and should have, nothing to do 
with the question. Georgia la irrevo- 
cably committed to the principle of 
State education. 

It is not unnatural that the larger 
counties of the State should be dissat- 
isfied with this condition of affaira 
Originating as far back as 1896, there 
has been an organized a:«d constantly. 
growing effort to engraft upon the sys- 
tem of public education In Georgia the 
principle and practice of local taxa- 
tion. 

The proposed amendment which the 
people will be called to vote upon 
is the entering wedge of that effort 
If this amendment should be adopted, 
tndoubtedly large numbers of school 
listricts would be organized in Geor- 
gia, and large sums raised by local 
taxation. When this condition arises, 
he enemies to the present public school 
system would have m- iflieir hands the 
one weapon with whiorf {6 successfully 
fight State appropriations to public 
schools, jfhey would point to the fact 
that the people By their votes had 
committed themselves to the principle 
of local taxation, and thereby tacitly 
approved the withdrawal of the State's 
akl.r They would point to the fact 
that whereas large sum 3 are now nec- 
essary to be appropriated by the State 
for the maintenance of public educa- 
tion, such amounts would then be un- 
necessary and extravagant, because 
of tho large sums raised by local tax- 
ation. As a necessary and certain re- 
sult the State's appropriation 'to pub- 
lic schools would, within a few years, 
be cut in half. With the State's ap- 
propriation reduced, the counties that 
have but little wealth, as compared 
with the number of their children, 
would have to Tevy a heavy local tax 
or do without schools. The res-i't 
would be that the wealth would leave 
the country an.l be carried to the cen- 
ters where its share of school taxes 
would not be so burdensome. The oper- 
ation of such a system would devas- 
tate the rural districts and centralize 
the wealth of the State. Besides, It 
would destroy the unity and efficiency 
of our present school system. Again, 
the sole benefit of the law providing 
for the uniformity of text books— thai 
of grading the schools — would be lost 
as counties which vote a local tax are 
not bound to u«e the books adopted by 
the State. 

Our friends who are advocating the 
adoption of this amendment insist 
that the object of it Is merely to allow 
the counties which desire it to levy 
a local tax, as ah auxfllary to the State 
appropriation, f thereby giving more 
r, longer terra* and better teach- 
attd attratf: 
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tive-tooklag proposition, hot "worn «■ 
the simple-minded voter who la takew 
in by it. it means no such tfcfckg. It J 
means to revolutionize the public ed*. 
cationai system of Georgia, ft taeaaw 
the ultimate abandonment of 8U'.» 
education and the substitution of edu- 
cation by local taxation. 

The system of local taxation may »•» 
all right for Ohio and Massachusetts, 
all parts of which are thickly popu- 
lated and wealthy, but it would ft* 
radically wrong and unjust m 
the greater portion of which to apari 
ly populated and poor. It would 
quite as just to say that every cows 
In the State had to :ax itself to p 
pensions to its old ConfeoeraU a 
diers, as to say that each county 
the State should tax itself to 
its schools. Will the people of Ceov 
gia by the ratification of this tacae- 
ment commit themselves to thto jrl» 
ciple? I believe not. 

The proposed amendment limiting 
the rate of State taxation to 5 mill* 
Is a - twin evil to the one dlseussed 
above. The professed object is to 
prevent extravagant appropriations. H 
Is also argued that it will induce for- 
eign capital to come to Georgia. What- 
ever may be its purpose, the real etr 
feet is to make it impossible, aocmar 
or later, for the Legislature to i/inig 
our public school system to perfectt^w 
by appropriating a sufficient amoottt 
of money for this purpose. 

More than 40 per cent of the total 
amount now raised by taxation ra. 
Georgia is appropriated to puMtat 
schools. The tax rate for tb* present 
year is 4.80 mills. The total tazab!a 
property la Georgia for tho gmaeat 
year is $530,000,000. In 18M It wan' 
$•444,000,000; in 1895, three yeara al«r. 
it was $410,000,000', showing a tfecreasW 
from 1892 to 1895 of $30,000,000. aatf 
an Increase from 1895 to 1»04 of 
$120,000,000. 

Assuming that the present expend* 
tares of the State of Georgia are fair- 
ly economical, everybody knows that 
the tax rate must depend In amotrat 
upon the total of taxable property en 
the tax digest. This total to constant- 
ly changing, as demonstrated by thn 
above figures. It is reasonable to sap» 
pose that we will, in future, aa la tan 
past, go through years of commercial 
depression, when there win be a fairs* 
falling off of the tax digest When 
such periods come, If this amendment 
is ratified, the Legislature will ham 
no power to tax at a greater rate than 
5 mills, or .20 of a mill more than Um 
present tax rate. Therefore, they will 
be confronted with the absolute Be* 
cessity of cutting down appropriatrona 
correspondingly. Does anybody be- 
lieve that when the time cornea to cat 
these appropriations the salaries of thai 
State -officials, and the comparsCmiy 
small amounts now appropriate* toi 
maintain public institution*, vffl .« 
cutf If not, such cuts moat ecsne, 
through the public school appropna- 
tion, or from the amount appropriated' 
to pay pensions to Confederate sol- 
diers. 

If this amendment is adopted, within 
less than five years the appropriation 
to public schools will have to be cut 
In order to meet other necessary le- 
maads made upon the State. 

I am a friend to the public •cfcot.l 
system In Georgia. I do not want tn 
see the tax rate limited. I bellevei 
that the question of tax rate ean D* 
safely left to the judrment of future. 
General Assemblies. I believe that UN 
limit it will undoubtedly impair' fche 
efficiency and prevent the growth of 
r public school system. 
Vote down the amendment, amf 
leave the General Assembly in a por- 
tion to appropriate as liberally to p»i»- ■ 
education as the needs of Om 
3fs and conditlonB of the people 
will warrant. 
Our friends who really destre to t>s* 
ir public school system perfoetoeV 
Bhould join hands with us in rafhsm* 
to engraft the principle of local tuse* 
atlon on out Constitution. Lot thaw 
join us in voting down thn prognostics 
to tie the hands of tha Oennral As- 
sembly In the matter of appropria- 
tions to public school*, and thee l«8;

We have often thought how 
peaceful and orderly times would 
be among the colored race if they 
were all like Billy Riley, of Dah- 
lonega. He goes along quietly, 
works in the mines every day, at- 
tends to his own. business and lets 
other peoples alone. He is a 
strict member of the Baptist 
church, perfectly honest and can 
get credit, if he wants it, in any 
store m town. In addition to all 
these good qualities he never had a 
case in court in his life and creates 
nothing for politicians to talk 
about. 

Ltimpkin„county has had anoth- 
er lunacy trial, but this time ev- 
erything went off orderly and quiet. 
It was Will Elrod, who resides 
in the lower part of the county 
and loafs around and does nothing 
but steal. Tbe last thing he got 
hold of was watermelons belong- 
ing to Mr. Geo. F. Tiner. Mr. 
Tiner came up to procure a war- 
rant from Squire Worley against 
Elrod but the officer refused to is- 
sue it. So a lunacy warrant was 
given by Judge Huff and on last 
Friday Elrod had a trial and tbe 
jury couldn't see that the asylum 
was the proper place for the de- 
fendant and a verdict was return-. 
ed to that effect. Afterwards Mr. 
Worley granted the plaintiff a 
warrant and the defendant was 
bound over and lodged in jail for 
stealing, making two warrants 
against poor Elrod. Had the 
Squire granted this warrant at the 
start the expense of a lunacy trial 
would not have been charged up 
to the county. 

Quite a number of ladies and 
gentleman came in from the coun- 
try last Sunday and had splendid 
soul stinng vocal music lead by 
Mr. John Anderson. The few 
persons here who can sing joined 
them, making it a very enjoyable 
day, being a rare thing iu Dahlon- 
ega for the peop'e here depend too 
much on an old organ and never 
try to learn any thing new, and 
use three or four hymns all 
the time.

change desired by wealthy people 
of big counties, for schools in the 
smaller counties ot only be at- 
tended by a few pupils, yet 
the teachers would get just as 
much for teaching these few chil- 
dren as if every child of school age 
in the district was present. Then 
if one district was to adopt it and 
you lived just across the line in 
another, although you might be in 
sight of a school house in the oth- 
er, you could not send your chil- 
dren to this school more than five 
months in the year unless you paid 
$1.00 a month extra for each of 
your children, the amount that 
every patron of the Dahlonega 
public school living beyond the 
corporate limits has to giye for 
each child attending, and there are 
not more than a dozen or so who 
do it. Each pupil living inside 
costs Dahlonegas tax payers $2.50 
per month. And last but not least, 
if we fix it so each county can levy 
a school tax, after awhile these big 
counties, who pay out more money 
than they receive for school pur- 
purposes, will say to the 
smaller counties, "you have an op- 
portunity of educating your own 
children. Now do it. We help 
you no longer." And then they 
will take away the present state 
aid from us and wo will have 
reach down, into our pockets after 
a big increased tax money if able, 
to educate our children. If un- 
able the little ones will have to 
grow up in ignorance. These are 
facts. 

Since the above was in type Col. 
Price, who favors this amendment, 
has handed us a communication 
which we publish elsewhere with 
pleasure, and what we are going 
to say is with the kindness feeling 
to all. 

Col. Price says that he owns land 
in every district of the county and 
is willing to be taxed extra for this 
purpose. Yes, this is true. He 
owns 5525 acres and returns it at 
50 cents an acre, and if a district 
was to adopt this law and the Col- 
onel happened to own a 40 acre lot 
in it, his taxes wouldn't be much 
more. In addition to ttiis most of 
the above properly was bought at 
wild land sales all of which the Sus 
preme court declares is illegal and 
the Col. says that ho is going to let 
it be resold for its taxes next year. 
So if any one bids higher for il be 
will own none of this land through- 
out the county and some one else 
ill own the property and pay the 
taxes. Col. Piice states that lie has 
been appealed to by parties for a 
higher branch of studies in some 
of the schools but the constitution 
loes not allow any higher studies 
aught in public schools. This we 
do not doubt, for we know one. 
He draws a pension from the Uni- 
ted States for doing nothing, and 
f they voted for higher education 
his grand children could bo educa- 
:ed at the expense of others withs 
mtany extra expense to him. 

Another one who wants it is a 
school teacher. Why? Because 
he would get a bigger salary and 
procure a ten months job, and 
not owning but $104 worth of 
property, he could well afford it. 
He wants it he says because all 
these foreign mining and other 
companies doing business here 
would have to pay a large amount 
of the taxes. We all well know 
that these companies already pay 
II the taxes they can stand and if 
axed more they will close down 
their mines and throw many a poor 
person out of employment 



Mining Notes. 

We were shown this we.ek. some 
fine ore taken from the Summer- 
our property near Auraria, heing 
a recent find. The piece we saw 
was as large as a man's hand, per- 
fectly speckled with gold, worth 
several dollars per ton. 

On Thursday of last week work 
was suspended at Crown Moun- 
tain mine and all hands worked 
on the dam up at the Gorge for 
three clays and made pretty good 
headway in stopping the leaks. 
The mill was started again Tues- 
day night. 

No doubt at an early day the 
company will begin the rebuilding 
of the Findley dam so as to enable 
it to resume work at this celebrated 
mine again. The mill is all right 
unless it is decided to put in lar- 
ger stamps. There is a mountain 
full of ore above it which can be 
handled for a nominal sum. 

As stated in a recent issue work 
was suspended on the Briar Patch 
canal. This was done, we under- 
stand, to wait until Mr. Fry, the 
surveyor, could make an estimate 
of the rock work, etc. This has 
bgen done and work is expected to 
resumed at any time. The big 
dredge boat is about ready for the 
water. 

For some time they have been 
running twenty, stamps of the 
Hand mill in the day and the 
same number at night— that is 
much as the power will admit 
at night, being on an average of 
about three hours each night, being 
unable to do more on account of 
keeping up the lights. Last week 
the ore increased in richness and 
ten more stamps were started this 
week, making 30 during the day. 
Another rich discovery at the 
Loud mine was made last Tuesday 
evening. Only one shovelful was 
taken out, as when a very rich find 
is made work is always .suspended 
until Mr. Reaves arrives, and out 
of one shovelful 100 pennyweights 
of free gold was panned, and the 
gravel, which is over one-half 
gold, is valued at $300. We are 
glad to hear of this for Mr. Reaves 
as it will likely replace many 
times the $3000 lost by the burn- 
ing of his barn. — Cleveland Cour- 
ier. 

Twenty or thirty hands are now 
engaged in cleaning out the Sin- 
gleton ditch and they hope to be 
able to finish the work this week. 
It is the first time the ditch has 
been cleaned out in seven years,' 
which causes it to be quite a job. 
The lack of power has retarded 
the progress of this mine, as is the 
ca.9e with all other mines in this 
section, being a difficult matter to 
operate a mine without plenty of 
water. At the Singleton they have 
five veins already opened and can 
furnish the mill with plenty of 
good ore to keep it running on full 
time. One of these veins is very 
rich and continues to grow larger 
aa it is followed, being only six 
inches when first discovered, and 
now it is seven feet.

One to to* 
the planter to secure, for next year's 
planting, cotton seed from a locality 
where the anthracnose does not oc- 
cur, aa it has been clearly shown tha' 
the spores of this disease are often, 
times retained l» the lint apon the 
teed, and are hencfe ready to Infect 
the young plant as soon aa tt breaks 
open the seed-coat. 

The other course would be for the 
planter to carefully select resistant 
seed from the diseased areas upon his 
own plantation. In almost every bad- 
ly diseased field a plant will be found 
hare and there which shows no Indica- 
Uon of having been attacked' by the 
tnthfac-nose.. This plainly indicates 
that thfertf la- something about that In- 
dividual plant, that enables It to restat 
the disease successfully. tf aead b< 
aelected from this resistant plant, th< f 
plants grown from this seed will, to € i 
conlderable extent, show the same re. 
sistance. Selection of seed can b« | 
made from the most resistant of these j 
plants the second season, and if this | 
systematic seed selection is carried on , 
successfully for a few years, the plant- 
er will have developed a strain ot 
cotton resistant to sst{l.racn'ose , and 
will have solved the' problem at very 
small expense. 

in case the plaftter for any reason 
does not carry otrt this plan of seed 
selection he had becst be stfre to ob< 
tal nhls eo'tton seed from some loealt-' 
ty where the antiiralcstMfeer does not ex- 
ist. SUfch' 8 locality may exist only 
a few miles away arid- during the sum- 
mer a%d early autumn is the time the 
planter should be' looking about for 
the sotfrde of his next year's supply 
of seed, and ha shoul'd now assure 
himself bf ft parsohaV examination 
that the fields from which his seed is' 
to come are free' from' this disease.
